Message  from  the  Chairman  of 
the  Board 


Last  May,  I took  over  the  challenging 
job  of  Chairman  of  the  Pine  Manor 
College  Board  of  Trustees  from  Wrede 
Petersmeyer,  whose  leadership  and 
service  to  the  College  have  been 
superb.  During  the  past  seven  months, 

I have  become  convinced  more 
strongly  than  ever  that  there  is  sound 
reason  for  great  optimism  about  the 
future  of  the  College,  and  I have  faith 
that  the  principal  problems  which  exist 
are  being  met  head-on  and  can  and 
will  most  assuredly  be  resolved. 

I suppose  that  it  is  inevitable  that 
when  a trustee  mentions  the  word 
"problem"  he  is  thinking  about 
finances,  since  financial  planning  and 
administration  are  vital  to  the  stability 
of  any  institution.  I have  witnessed  the 
administration  of  this  College  work 
wonders  to  make  ends  meet,  to  the 
degree  that  it  would  appear  that  the 
College  was  financially  "comfortable." 
However,  the  need  for  a healthier 
financial  existence  is  a real  concern  for 
Pine  Manor  College,  and  two  specific 
programs  are  currently  well  underway 
to  ensure  continuing  and  increased 
financial  support. 

A $3.5  million  capital  campaign  is 
being  prepared  and  will  soon  be  "going 
public."  When  the  goal  is  attained,  the 
funds  will  be  used  to  create  income- 
producing  endowment,  to  pay  for  the 
campus  completion  program,  and  to

build  an  athletic  facility  for  which 
there  is  such  an  absolute  need.  At  this 
point,  we  are  well  over  the  $1  million 
mark,  as  the  result  of  gifts  from  those 
closest  to  the  College. 

Secondly,  great  attention  is  also 
being  given  to  achieving  increased  en- 
rollment which,  of  course,  will  pro- 
duce increased  operating  revenue.  All 
of  the  Board  members  are  convinced 
that  Pine  Manor  must  maintain  its 
traditional  emphasis  on  liberal  arts  and 
simultaneously  offer  programs  which 
will  serve  a broader  cross  section  of 
women,  affording  them  a variety  of 
options  in  planning  their  future. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  is  also  in- 
vestigating other  means  of  improving 
the  College's  financial  picture.  For 
example,  we  are  looking  at  ways  in 


which  we  can  increase  the  use  of  our 
facilities  by  outside  groups  to  provide 
an  even  greater  diversity  of  programs 
on  campus  while  also  increasing 
revenue.  In  addition,  we  are  interested 
in  finding  out  how  the  incredible 
resources  of  greater  Boston  can  be 
further  taken  advantage  of  by  Pine 
Manor  students  for  their  added 
academic  enrichment. 

Clearly,  exciting  things  are 
happening  at  Pine  Manor  College  — 
and  I am  looking  forward  to  a bright 
future  for  this  institution.  We  are  for- 
tunate to  have  a magnificent  adminis- 
tration, a top-notch  faculty,  and  a 
hard-working,  conscientious  Board  of 
Trustees.  With  these  resources,  we  will 
most  assuredly  reach  our  goals.

plishing through  its  academic  program 
it  truly  deserves  support. 


Admissions 

Freshman  enrollment  increases; 
upward  trend  continues 

The  College  welcomed  a group  of 
220  students  entering  in  September 
1977,  which  was  larger  than  the  group 
of  1976,  making  this  the  second  year  in 
which  the  freshman  class  enrollment 
showed  an  upward  trend.  Total  full- 
time enrollment  for  the  year  was  393. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  freshman 
applications  for  September  1978  were 
well  ahead  of  the  previous  year's,  but 
for  the  second  year  in  succession,  con- 
tracts did  not  increase  at  the  same 
pace.  We  are  clearly  feeling  the  effects 
of  smaller  numbers  of  18-year-olds,  a 
greater  number  of  college  places  avail- 
able, and  an  ever-widening  tuition  dif- 
ferential between  public  and 
independent  institutions.  In  spite  of 
these  factors,  we  have  faith  that  the 
strength  of  our  academic  program 
coupled  with  the  variety  of  options

which  we  offer  today's  young  women 
will  keep  Pine  Manor  College  competi- 
tive in  attracting  a greater  number  of 
students. 

Increase  for  1979-80  projected 

Because  we  have  seen  a pattern  where 
a significant  increase  in  applications 
does  not  necessarily  produce  an  equal 
increase  in  enrolled  students,  we  have 
begun  work  to  double  our  admissions 
inquiries  and  step  up  all  our  admis- 
sions activities.  To  advise  and  assist 
the  Admissions  Office  in  doing  this, 
we  have  hired  the  services  of  an  out- 
side firm  which  specializes  in  helping 
colleges  and  universities  attain  and 
sustain  higher  enrollments. 

This  firm  will  also  generate  the 
research  data  we  need  to  plan  the  focus 
of  our  academic  program  and  the 
emphasis  of  our  admissions  publica- 
tions in  order  to  respond  effectively  to 
the  interests  of  prospective  students.  In 
addition,  it  will  help  the  College 
develop  a more  thorough  communica- 
tions procedure  with  all  prospective 
students. 

The  hard  work  of  the  Admissions 
staff,  aided  by  the  cooperation  of  the 
many  different  segments  of  the  Pine 


Manor  faculty,  alumnae,  and  friends, 
paid  fine  dividends  in  a fiercely  com- 
petitive market  in  1977-78.  1 believe 
that  we  will  see  a dramatic  rise  in  full- 
time enrollments  in  September  1979. 

Financial  aid  increases;  eases 
burden  on  parents 

Financing  a college  education  is  a 
heavy  burden  for  many  families,  so  we 
were  very  pleased  to  receive  increases 
in  Federal  funds  for  the  College  Work 
Study,  Supplemental  Educational 
Opportunity  Grant,  and  National 
Direct  Student  Loan  programs.  The 
total  increases  came  to  roughly 
$17,000.  In  addition,  we  received 
$8,400  from  the  Massachusetts 
Matching  Grant  Program,  which 
matches,  in  part,  monies  Pine  Manor 
makes  available  from  its  own  funds  to 
residents  of  Massachusetts. 


Academics 

Faculty  continue  to  maintain 
high  standards 

The  faculty  is,  without  doubt.  Pine 
Manor's  greatest  asset.  In  addition  to 
teaching  a load  of  up  to  four  different 
courses  per  semester  and  maintaining 
high  teaching  standards,  faculty 
members  provide  the  academic 
advising,  which  brings  order  and 
purpose  to  a student's  course  selection 
and  ultimate  choice  of  major  or  career. 
This  advising  function  was  greatly 
expanded  in  1977-78  to  follow  a 
student  throughout  her  years  at  the 
College.  As  always,  the  Pine  Manor 
College  faculty  has  continued  its 
emphasis  on  teaching  excellence,  and 
the  recognition  and  encouragement  of 
potential. 
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Academic  programs  are 
reviewed 

We  spent  the  year  reviewing  and 
modifying  the  academic  program  to 
make  sure  that  we  are  meeting  our 
stated  educational  goals  and  respond- 
ing to  students'  needs.  Some  of  the 
specific  areas  we  focused  on  in  1977-78 
include: 

Expansion  of  the  successful  special 
sections  of  Communications  Skills 
designed  for  students  needing  extra 
help  in  reading,  writing,  and  analytical 
skills.  The  communication  skills 
program  responds  to  the  demand  for 
teaching  the  "basics,"  and  will  make 
students  better  prepared  to  com- 
municate their  ideas  logically  and 
clearly. 

Expansion  of  a course  in  Essential 
Algebra,  designed  to  give  students 
access  to  college-level  mathematics. 

A complete  review  of  the  English  as 
a Second  Language  Program. 

Replacement  of  the  contracted 
courses  of  Putney  Reading  Services 
with  Pine  Manor  courses  taught  by  a 
full-time  resident  Study  Skills 
Director. 

B.A.  programs  get  underway 

In  February  1977,  a milestone  for  the 
College  was  reached  when  we  received 
formal  authorization  from  the  Massa- 
chusetts Board  of  Higher  Education  to 
offer  the  B.A.  degree  in  the  Humanities 
and  Social  Sciences.  Given  the  limited 
time  we  had  to  advertise  the  program 
and  recruit  for  it,  we  were  pleased  with 
the  fall  1977  enrollment  figures  of  13 
full-time  and  seven  part-time  Juniors, 
and  the  spring  1978  figures  of  16  full- 
time and  six  part-time  Juniors. 

This  fall,  12  full-time  and  five  part- 
time  students  are  attending  the  College 
as  Juniors,  and  seven  full-time  and  one 
part-time  students  are  enrolled  as 
Seniors.  We  are  especially  looking 
forward  to  conferring  the  B.A.  degree 
at  Commencement  Exercises  this 
spring. 

While  we  continue  to  emphasize  our 
two-year  program  to  prospective 
students,  we  expect  that  it  will  not  be 
long  before  our  B.A.  programs

establish  an  identity  which  will  attract 
more  students  at  this  level. 

Open  College  shows  strength  of 
continuing  education  and  need 
for  adult  education  programs 
for  women 

The  1977-78  year  was  a successful  one 
for  our  continuing  education  program, 
the  Open  College.  Credit  enrollments 
increased,  and  the  interest  shown  by 
Open  College  women  in  the  B.A. 
programs  was  substantial.  Non-credit 
enrollments  doubled  as  more  than  400 
people  came  to  the  campus  to  take  part 
in  a wide  range  of  Open  College 
programs.  The  Open  College 
continues  to  provide  support,  encour- 
agement, and  skills  training  to  women 
wishing  to  begin  or  resume  their 
studies  at  the  college  level. 


English  as  a Second  Language 
Program  completes  third  year 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  international  students  enrolled 
at  Pine  Manor  College  and  this  has  led 
the  English  as  a Second  Language 
Program  staff  to  prepare  an  assessment 
of  the  current  program  in  terms  of  its 
success  in  meeting  its  goals;  that  is, 
increasing  a student's  understanding  of 
and  fluency  in  English  and  providing 
her  with  study  skills  and  familiarity 
with  a new  and  "foreign"  culture. 

Our  current  international  popula- 
tion represents  27  foreign  countries 
including:  Brazil,  Costa  Rica,  Great 
Britain,  Greece,  Iran,  Italy,  Japan, 
Morocco,  Panama,  Switzerland, 
Thailand,  and  Venezuela. 

All  incoming  international  students 
take  a placement  test  geared  to 
measure  reading,  writing,  and  listening 
comprehension.  Once  placed  in  inter- 
mediate or  advanced  English  courses, 
students  are  evaluated  not  only  for  in- 
creased language  fluency,  but  also  for 
factors  such  as  adjustment  to  the  new 
culture,  ability  to  work  independently, 
critical  ability,  and  ability  to  concep- 
tualize. International  students  con- 
tribute much  to  life  on  campus.

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The  Open  College  responds  to  the  educa- 
tional needs  of  women  entering  or  reenter- 
ing the  job  market. 
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Consortium  of  Colleges  Abroad 
continues  along  successful  path 

With  seven  Juniors  and  nine  Sopho- 
mores enrolled  in  the  Paris  program 
during  1977-78,  it  is  clearly  proving  to 
be  an  essential  part  of  the  strong 
program  in  French  at  both  the  A.  A. 
and  B.A.  levels.  Contributing  to  this 
success  are  the  residential  French 
House,  the  French  Club,  and  the  excel- 
lent instruction  in  the  French 
curriculum. 

Child  Study  Center  strengthens 
Pine  Manor  curriculum 

The  Child  Study  Center  has  finished  a 
successful  year,  both  as  a well-enrolled 
nursery  school  prized  by  local  parents 
and  as  a laboratory  school  constituting 
an  important  resource  in  the  Pine 
Manor  curriculum. 

Thirty-five  children  attended  the 
Center.  Along  with  two  full- 
time teachers  and  one  part-time 
teacher,  approximately  20  students  are 
directly  involved  in  teaching  the  chil- 
dren at  the  Center  each  semester.  The 
students  plan  and  organize  curriculum 
projects  in  conjunction  with  their 
academic  course  work.  About  60  more 
students  are  involved  with  the  Center, 
observing  children  or  completing  ex- 
periments in  conjunction  with  other 
Child  Development  courses. 

The  American  Institute  of 
Textile  Arts  flourishes 

The  American  Institute  of  Textile  Arts 
completed  its  first  year  of  operation  at 
Pine  Manor  College. 

Throughout  the  year,  the  Institute 
conducted  a teacher  certification 
program.  Five  workshops  were  offered 
in  the  needle  arts,  and  special  con- 
servation and  preservation  workshops 
were  offered  for  professionals  in  the 
field.  In  addition,  the  Institute  co- 
sponsored a course  with  the  Open 
College.  The  year  culminated  in  a very 
successful  National  Assembly  for  the 
Textile  Arts,  attended  by  182  partic- 
ipants representing  all  parts  of  the 
country. 

In  the  fall  of  1978,  two  credit-

Student  life 

Career,  Academic,  and  Transfer 
counseling  needs  given 
special  attention 

In  September,  all  Freshmen  took  an 
invaluable  decision-making  test 
designed  to  help  them  clarify  values, 
abilities  and  interests,  and  provide  ob- 
jective data  as  a base  for  future 
planning.  In  addition,  group 
workshops  were  held  to  help  students 
recognize  their  own  skills  and 
interests.  Panel  discussions  on  both 
transfer  and  careers  were  presented  by 
groups  of  alumnae. 

A year-long  structure  of  required 
meetings  between  students  and  their 
advisors  was  set  up,  including  a series 
of  steps  to  be  followed  by  faculty  in 
the  case  of  a student  in  academic 
difficulty. 

Transfer  continues  to  be  an  integral 
part  of  the  plans  of  our  current  student 
body.  The  top  10  choices  of  major  for 
the  Class  of  1978  were,  in  order  of 


popularity:  English,  psychology, 
studio  art,  business  and  management, 
economics,  art  history,  education, 
French,  biology,  and  communications. 
Our  graduates  were  accepted  at  a wide 
range  of  colleges  and  universities 
throughout  the  country. 

Entertainment  sparks 
campus  living 

The  Student  Pub  operated  regularly  on 
Thursday  nights,  with  live  entertain- 
ment, as  an  established  meetingplace 
for  Pine  Manor  and  other  local  college 
students.  Special  events  were  held  on 
some  Saturdays,  and  many  all-College 
and  Village  social  events  were  held 
during  the  year.  A welcome  gift  in 
October  from  a trustee  made  possible  a 
wonderful  Pine  Manor  weekend  of 
activities,  including  a formal  dance, 
which  was  well-received  by  students. 

Among  extracurricular  activities,  a 
faculty/staff  lecture  series,  the  first 
Dane  Science  lecture,  the  renaissance 
of  a student  service  organization,  and 
classes  held  by  the  Health  Center  on 
cardio-pulmonary  resuscitation  were 
particularly  welcome.  Volunteer 
activities  undertaken  by  students,  such

as  the  pre-school  children's  vision-test- 
ing program,  the  visiting  of  patients  in 
elderly  people's  homes,  and  the  blood 
drive,  were  important  community  ser- 
vices, an  invaluable  experience  in 
doing  something  for  others,  and  good 
practical  training  as  well. 


External  affairs 

1977-78  breaks  records  in 
annual  giving 

Thanks  to  loyal  alumnae,  trustees, 
parents,  and  friends  of  the  College, 
contributions  to  the  Annual  Fund  in 
1977-78  totalled  $203,217,  with 
$163,636  in  unrestricted  gifts  and 
$39,581  in  restricted  gifts.  We  exceeded 
our  goals  in  both  giving  categories. 

Once  again,  the  Associates  Program 
(donations  of  $1,000  or  more)  proved 
an  enormous  success,  accounting  for 
almost  52  percent  of  the  total  unre- 
stricted monies  raised.  Seventy-three 
Associates  generously  contributed 
$84,530  and  the  program  surpassed  its 
goal  of  65  members  by  eight. 

Preparations  for  a national 
Capital  Campaign  begin 

During  the  past  year,  $365,093  was 
received  in  capital  gifts  and  pledges  to 
the  Board  Nucleus  Fund  of  a proposed 
Capital  Campaign.  We  are  hoping  to 
successfully  complete  the  Board 
Nucleus  Fund  in  1978-79,  and  then 
move  on  to  achieve  an  overall  goal  of 
$3.5  million. 

Money  raised  will  be  used,  in  part, 
for  the  construction  of  an  athletic 
facility,  a center  which  is  clearly 
needed  if  we  are  to  alleviate  the 
College's  dependence  on  facilities  at 
neighboring  institutions  in  such  sports 
as  basketball,  volleyball,  gymnastics, 
badminton,  and  other  indoor 
activities. 
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Planned  giving  office  established 

On  July  1,  1977,  the  Office  for  Planned 
Giving  was  established  to  seek  funds 
for  the  College  through  bequests  and 
life  income  plans  with  Pine  Manor 
College  as  final  beneficiary.  This  new 
program  has  enormous  potential  for 
Pine  Manor  College.  A Committee  for 
Planned  Giving  was  recruited  and  28 
alumnae  represent  their  classes  on  the 
Committee. 

Alumnae  participation  plays  a 
vital  role  in  the  College 

The  Pine  Manor  alumnae  made  im- 
portant contributions  to  the  College 
during  1977-78  both  in  student  recruit- 
ment and  in  fundraising.  Many 
alumnae  referred  prospective  students 
to  the  Admissions  Office,  and  a good 
number  enrolled  their  own  daughters, 
a confirmation  of  their  high  regard  for 
the  College's  academic  program. 
Alumnae  raised  $100,599  in  un- 
restricted giving  and  $7,908  in 
restricted  funds,  an  important 
achievement. 

A successful  Alumnae  Weekend 
drew  60  people,  and  gave  alumnae  an 
opportunity  to  see  our  beautiful  new 
campus  in  Chestnut  Hill.  However,  we 
are  still  finding  it  difficult  to  establish 
regional  alumnae  organizations  to 


assist  the  College's  admissions  and 
fund-raising  programs  in  their  home 
towns.  We  understand  that  most  of 
our  alumnae  are  heavily  committed  to 
local  organizations,  but  their  involve- 
ment in  College  projects  is  essential 
and  strongly  encouraged. 

During  1977-78,  plans  began  for  the 
publication  of  a new  Alumnae 
Directory,  and  many  alumnae  have 
already  placed  an  order  to  purchase 
this  completely  up-to-date  book.  The 
new  directory  should  be  available  for 
distribution  in  the  late  spring. 

Neighborhood  awareness  of 
Pine  Manor  College  increases 

We  have  continued  to  work  hard  to 
build  a good  relationship  with  the 
Town  of  Brookline  and  to  develop 
ways  in  which  the  College  can  be  of 
service  to  the  town's  residents.  The 
Child  Study  Center,  the  programs  of 
continuing  education,  and  the 
Brookline  Scholarships  have  all  been 
well-received  by  our  neighbors. 

Last  year,  we  began  the  practice  of 
offering  the  use  of  the  Pine  Manor 
tennis  courts  to  residents  of  the  town 
for  evenings  and  weekends  during  the 
summer  months.  This  year,  we  also 
offered  the  use  of  the  playing  field  on 
Saturdays  for  Little  League  soccer,  and 
this  generated  much  goodwill. 

In  October  1977,  the  Brookline 
Board  of  Selectmen  presented  the 
College  with  a Letter  of  Commenda- 


tion for  its  willingness  to  share  its 
facilities  with  the  Town  of  Brookline. 

The  next  step  on  our  agenda  of 
broadening  town-gown  relations  will 
be  to  establish  a committee  with  repre- 
sentation from  both  the  town  and  the 
College  to  develop  various  programs 
which  will  be  of  mutual  benefit. 

Travel  proves  important  to 
fundraising,  alumnae  relations, 
and  admissions 

Pine  Manor  alumnae  are  living  nation- 
wide and  in  all  parts  of  the  world.  In 
visiting  them,  I have  discovered 
avenues  for  both  student  recruitment 
and  the  development  of  financial 
support  for  the  College.  Visiting 
alumnae  is  a delightful  experience.  I 
have  learned  much  from  alumnae  of 
all  ages,  particularly  about  the 
strengths  of  their  Pine  Manor 
education  which  have  served  them 
well  over  many  years. 

Board  of  Trustees  shows 
commitment,  support,  and 
lively  interest 

The  College  has  been  blessed  with 
exceptionally  strong  leadership  on  the 
Board  and  dedication  on  the  part  of  all 
Board  members.  Wrede  Petersmeyer 
resigned  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  in

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Physical  plant  calls  for 
some  improvements 

We  have  made  several  improvements 
in  our  plant  over  the  past  year,  some

by  necessity,  due  to  equipment  failure 
and  old  age,  others  by  choice  and 
planning.  We  have  occupied  the 
present  campus  for  13  years;  conse- 
quently, we  are  now  confronted  with 
renovations  and  repairs.  They  are 
needed  not  only  in  the  original  build- 
ings that  were  on  this  campus,  but  also 
in  the  so-called  "new"  portion  of  our 
plant.  This  is  not  unusual  and  is  to  be 
expected.  Our  problem  has  been,  of 
course,  that  in  the  past  three  years,  a 
shortage  of  funds  has  prevented  us 
from  adequately  replacing  those  com- 
ponents that  are  beginning  to  wear  out 
and  which  fail  when  they  are  not 
replaced. 


In  summary 


With  no  endowment  income  to  rely 
on  and  student  enrollment  just 
beginning  to  swing  upward,  we  are  in 
the  position  of  working 
under  an  annual  operating  deficit. 
However,  the  anticipated  increase  in 
enrollment  in  addition  to  funds 
donated  to  our  planned  Capital 
Campaign  should  restore  our  financial 
stability,  whereby  the  College  will 
be  able  to  operate  with  a 
balanced  budget. 

Therefore,  achieving  an  adequate 
enrollment  and  building  an  adequate 
endowment  are  still  the  dominent 
themes  of  all  our  discussions.  We  have 
to  maintain  a college  which  sets  high 
standards  and  is  responsive  to  the 
needs  and  ambitions  of  its  students. 
Secondly,  we  must  demonstrate  to 
potential  donors  that  what  the  College 
is  accomplishing  through  its  academic 
program  truly  deserves  support.  Both 
of  these  tasks  can  be  carried  out  with 
the  continued  goodwill  and  dedication 
of  the  Pine  Manor  College  trustees, 
alumnae,  faculty,  staff,  and  friends.

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Pine  Manor  College  expands 
options 


While  curriculum  planning  and  devel- 
opment has  and  will  continue  to  be  a 
top  priority  at  Pine  Manor  College, 
this  fall,  expanded  academic  options 
became  available  to  students  as  the 
College  voted  to  establish  seven  new 
academic  programs  of  study  for  can- 
didates earning  the  Associate  in  Arts 
(A. A.)  degree. 

This  means  that  while  students  will 
still  have  the  option  of  earning  the 
A.  A.  degree  with  a Program  in  the 
Liberal  Arts,  they  may  choose  to  con- 
centrate their  interest  in  a particular 
field  through  the  grouping  of  required 
and  elective  courses  in  biology, 
business,  child  study,  history  and 
government,  psychology  and  sociology, 
theatre  arts,  and  visual  arts. 

At  the  present  time,  the  College  is 
also  offering  five  different  programs 
leading  to  the  Bachelor  of  Arts  (B.A.) 
degree.  These  programs  are  in: 
American  Civilization;  Art  History; 
English:  Writing  and  Literature; 


French;  and  Human  Development. 

The  newly  added  A.  A.  programs 
consist  of  a grouping  of  between  six  to 
eight  required  courses,  each  within  a 
subject  area,  and  often  include  an  in- 
ternship experience  for  full-course 
credit.  They  will  allow  students  to 
pursue  their  interest  in  a specific  area 
and  test  their  ability  and  continued 
interest  by  learning  the  area's  scope 
and  related  disciplines. 

Academic  Dean,  Dr.  Alesandra 
Schmidt,  explained  how  the  programs 
evolved.  "An  effort  was  made  to  group 
existing  courses  within  areas  where  the 
College  has  special  strengths  so  that 
students  interested  in  these  areas 
would  have  an  opportunity  to  learn 
more  about  them  in  the  first  two  years 
of  college.

"At  the  same  time,  students  have  the 
opportunity  to  supplement  the  re- 
quired courses  with  electives  so  that 
they  still  will  have  a well-balanced 
liberal  arts  degree  after  two  years,"  she 
added. 

Clearly,  women's  colleges  today  are 
finding  that  their  students  are  more 
career-oriented  than  students  of  the 
past,  and  colleges  like  Pine  Manor, 
therefore,  continually  re-evaluate  their 
curriculum  to  ensure  that  short-  and 
long-term  plans  will  continue  to  build 
upon  the  strengths  of  the  academic 
program  as  they  meet  the  personal  and 
professional  aspirations  of  students. 

It  is  projected  that  the  new 
academic  programs  will  serve  to  com- 
plement the  Liberal  Arts  Program  and 
establish  an  even  firmer  educational 
base  from  which  candidates  for  the 
A.  A.  degree  at  the  College  can  work  to 
ultimately  attain  positions  of  leader- 
ship and  responsibility. 
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Women  learn  the  finer  points  of  financing 
at  Money  Management  seminar 


Women  today  want  and  need  to 
manage  their  finances  judiciously.  In 
response  to  this  need,  Pine  Manor 
College  held  a "Money  Management  in 
Today's  Economy"  seminar  on  Thurs- 
day and  Friday,  Oct.  4 and  5,  giving 
women  an  opportunity  to  learn  how  to 
protect  their  money  trees  from  the 
winds  of  inflation  and  taxation. 

The  response  was  enthusiastic,  as  84 
women  listened  to  and  questioned  the 
experts,  who  covered  a variety  of 
topics  concerning  the  state  of  the  U.  S. 
economy  and  investment  alternatives. 

The  seminar  began  with  an  intro- 
duction to  the  idea  of  hedge-buying,  or 
investing  to  hedge  inflation,  by  Sonja 
Taylor  Strong,  a marketing  consultant 
with  the  Management  Counseling 
Section  of  Arthur  D.  Little,  Inc.  She 
was  followed  by  Sarah  L.  Goff,  trust 
officer,  and  Frederick  M.  Pryor,  senior 
trust  officer,  both  of  the  New  England 
Merchants  National  Bank.  They  dis- 
cussed the  intricacies  of  passing  money 
along  via  wills  and  trusts. 

Insurance  and  who  needs  it  was  the 
subject  addressed  in  the  afternoon 
session  by  Nancy  Concannon,  second 
vice  president  of  the  John  Hancock 
Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company. 
Arthur  D.  Raybin,  development  con- 
sultant for  the  College,  spoke  later  in 
the  day  on  "having  your  cake  and 
eating  it,  too,"  that  is,  using  tax  law 
provisions  to  one's  advantage. 

Thursday  was  devoted  to  discussion 
of  specific  investment  choices.  "The 
bull  is  in  the  china  shop  as  well  as  the 
stock  market,"  said  Barbara  Deisroth 
'66,  vice  president  of  Sotheby  Parke 
Bernet,  an  international  auction  house. 
She  described  the  benefits  of  investing 
in  the  fine  arts,  and  emphasized  that  a 
wise  investment  of  a few  hundred 
dollars  could  earn  a profit  tenfold  or 
more  in  several  years.

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Warning  her  audience  to  use  caution 
before  investing,  she  said,  "The  great- 
est way  to  gain  knowledge  is  to  lose 
money."  When  you  invest,  she 
advised,  set  a budget,  know  what  you 
are  bidding  on  before  you  bid,  hold  on 
to  your  investment  for  a while  before 
reselling,  get  insurance,  and  take  a 
minimum  of  a month  to  finalize  a deal. 

"Location,  location,  and  location" 
are  the  three  most  important  factors  to 
consider  when  purchasing  real  estate, 
said  Robert  A.  Danziger,  president  of 
the  Northland  Investment  Corpora- 
tion, adding  that  ocean  front,  lake 
front,  and  mountain  view  property 
are  the  best  choices  which  can  be  made 
in  New  England.  Following  Mr. 
Danziger,  David  P.  Wilson,  a 
commodity  investment  executive  for 
Shearson  Hayden  Stone,  Inc.,  spoke 
on  gold  as  a worthwhile  investment. 

The  seminar  was  concluded  by 
David  L.  Babson,  chairman  of  the 
David  L.  Babson  Investment  Coun- 
seling Company.  He  discussed  the 
problem  of  inflation  and  its  relation- 
ship to  smart  investments,  and  noted 
that  technological  corporations  offer 
the  best  promise  for  investment  while 
utilities  are  subject  to  far  greater  gov- 
ernment control.  "Inflation  will  con- 
tinue to  be  the  major  economic  force  in 
our  lifetime,"  said  Babson,  "and  infla- 
tion has  a direct  bearing  on  how  we 
should  invest  — how  we  should  foster 
and  nurture  the  'money  tree'  so  that 
the  tree  still  will  be  fruitful  for  us." 

The  Money  Management  seminar, 
considered  by  all  to  be  an  undeniable 
success,  was  the  result  of  much  hard 
work  on  the  part  of  its  organizer,  Jane 
Henkels,  currently  serving  as  the 
College's  officer  for  planned  giving. 
The  enthusiastic  response  to  this 
seminar  expressed  the  need  for  more 
comprehensive  programs  on  issues  and 
interests  shared  by  alumnae  and 
friends  of  the  College,  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  programs  similar  in 
size  and  quality  will  be  in  the  offing  in 
the  near  future. 


Barbara  Deisroth  '66 
views  opportunities 
for  women  in  business 

"I'm  not  an  aggressive  woman.  In 
fact,  I'm  very  much  against  the 
women's  liberation  movement,"  says 
Barbara  Deisroth  two  weeks  after  she 
appeared  as  one  of  the  featured 
speakers  at  the  College's  Money 
Management  seminar.  "I  believe  that 
women  should  retain  their  femininity. 
In  business,  it's  knowing  what  you're 
saying  and  being  well  thoughtout  and 
organized  that  counts." 

Her  views  might  incite  a stormy 
attack  by  the  modern  feminist,  but  it 
could  be  argued  that  her  example 
speaks  louder  for  the  feminist  cause 
than  do  her  words.  For,  Barbara 
Deisroth  is  a high-achieving  young 
woman  who  has  worked  very  hard  to 
attain  her  current  position  at  New 
York's  international  auction  house  of 


Sotheby  Parke  Bernet,  Inc.,  as  head  of 
the  19th  and  20th  Century  Works  of 
Art  Department.  She's  the  first  to  tell 
you  that  getting  ahead  as  a woman 
means  working  a little  harder  than 
men  do  and  even  waiting  longer  to 
move  up.  But,  she  says,  it's  worth  it  in 
the  long  run. 

"Going  into  business  with  the 
attitude  that  you  are  going  to  un-do 
years  of  discrimination  against  women 
just  won't  work,  in  and  of  itself,"  she 
reasons.  "If  you're  not  qualified  and 
don't  deserve  the  position  you  want, 
you  won't  get  it." 

Barbara  attended  Pine  Manor  in 
1966  for  one  year  and  says  that  Art 
History  Instructor  Dr.  Rodman  Henry, 
in  particular,  "is  very  much  important 
to  what  I am  doing  today.  He  was 
fabulous."  She  then  moved  on  to 
Boston  University,  did  some  traveling, 
and  worked  for  a short  time  at 
Harvard  Medical  School  before  going 
to  New  York  City,  where  her  career 
had  its  start  ...  as  a secretary  for 
Sotheby's. 

"Get  your  foot  in  the  door,"  she 
advises  young  women  who  aspire  to 
management  positions.  "Become  so 
indispensable  to  the  company  that 
they  have  to  push  you  forward. 

"And  there's  absolutely  no  reason 
for  anyone  not  to  want  to  learn  how  to 
type.  You  can't  get  a job  even  as  an 
expert  without  being  able  to  type." 

Today,  she  says,  opportunities  for 
women  are  greatest  in  the  banking 
field;  specifically,  in  banking  houses, 
investment  banking  companies,  and 
investment  counseling  companies. 

While  Barbara  Deisroth  is  not  an 
aggressive  woman,  it  is  clear  that  she  is 
an  assertive  one.  As  to  her  own  future, 
she  says  that  "there's  no  other  firm  I 
could  work  for  where  I would  have  the 
freedom  I have  and  do  the  things  I do." 
That's  what  she  says,  but  in  her  non- 
aggressive  way,  she  leads  one  to 
believe  that  she  really  is  going  to  go 
far.

Charlotte  Auger 
Strouse  '24  exhibits 
Stevenson's 
collection 

"We  became  interested  in  Robert  Louis 
Stevenson  as  a result  of  a holiday  spent  in 
the  Napa  Valley  in  1947,  and  our  discovery 
that  it  was  into  this  valley  that  Stevenson 
brought  his  new  bride  on  their  honey- 
moon, in  1880."  As  a result  of  this  chance 
vacation  discovery,  Charlotte  Auger 
Strouse  '24  and  her  husband  Norman 
founded  the  fascinating  "Silverado 
Museum"  in  St.  Helena,  CA. 

After  their  initial  interest  was  aroused, 
the  Strouses  spent  25  years  collecting 
materials  relating  to  the  life  and  works  of 
Mr.  Stevenson,  until  they  possessed  what 
has  been  described  as  "one  of  the  finest 
Stevenson  collections  in  private  hands." 
They  founded  the  Silverado  Museum  to 
house  the  collection  in  1969. 

Stevenson's  life  was  a colorful  one.  His 
"new  bride"  in  1880  was  Fanny  Osbourne, 
who  had  been  married  and  the  mother  of 
two  before  Stevenson  followed  her  from 
Scotland  to  California  and  pursuaded  her 
to  marry  him.  After  her  divorce,  the 
newlyweds  took  up  residence  in  the 
abandoned  bunkhouse  of  the  old  Silverado 
Mine  until  Stevenson  recovered  from  a 
critical  illness.  Artifacts  from  this  period, 
as  well  as  from  the  author's  childhood  and 
his  later  successful  years,  are  on  display  in 
the  Silverado  Museum,  which  has  received 
over  70,000  visitors  from  all  over  the 
world. 

Mrs.  Strouse  acts  as  vice  chairman  of  the 
Vailima  Foundation  which  sponsors  the 
museum.  But,  she  claims,  "My  greatest 
pleasure  is  working  with  the  women  who 


serve  as  docents,"  volunteers  whose  duties 
in  guiding  the  Museum  visitors  are 
organized  and  supervised  by  Mrs.  Strouse. 

The  Strouses  are  also  avid  bibliophiles, 
with  a private  collection  containing  rare 
master  works  of  great  printers,  13th  and 
15th  century  illuminated  manuscripts,  and 
modern  fine  bindings.  They  occasionally 
make  loans  from  the  private  collection  to 
leading  institutional  libraries  for  their 
exhibits. 

Mrs.  Strouse's  interest  in  books  and 
good  authors  goes  back  to  her  days  at  Pine 
Manor.  "I  found  a deep  joy  in  my  classes 
with  Miss  Constance  Alexander,  the 
English  teacher.  It  was  she  who  struck  the 
spark  to  "read,  read,  read.  . and  we 
roamed  the  world  with  the  lives  and  works 
of  authors.  The  quest  has  never  left  me." 

Mrs.  Strouse  is  the  mother  of  three 
children,  one  of  whom,  Patricia  Holt 
Beresford,  graduated  from  Pine  Manor 
in  1948.

Margaret  Caldwell 
Phillimore  '35;  a 
woman  ordained 

"I  decided  to  become  a priest  (if  the  Church 
would  allow  it)  at  the  moment  when,  as  an 
ordained  deacon,  I was  among  the  new 
clergy  introduced  at  an  annual 
convention,"  says  the  Reverend  Margaret 
Caldwell  Phillimore  '35,  one  of  the  first  10 
women  ordained  when  the  law  of  the 
Episcopal  Church  permitted  it.  "From  the 
moment  the  decision  became  clear,  I have 
been  at  peace  with  an  interior  reassurance 
that  I am  indeed  within  the  indicated  will 
of  God  for  my  life." 

The  decision  came  after  many  years  of 
non-involvement  with  the  Episcopal 
Church,  although  for  more  than  20  years 
she  and  her  husband  worked  with  a group 
called  Moral  Re-Armament.  But  after 
becoming  convinced  that  the  group's 
beliefs  were  at  variance  with  Christian 
doctrine,  the  Phillimores  became  involved 
with  the  Episcopal  Church  in  West 
Virginia. 

During  her  husband  Miles'  six-year  bout 
with  cancer,  Margaret  grew  closer  to  the 
Church,  and  a year  after  his  death  she  pre- 
pared to  become  a lay  worker,  but  with  no 
intention  of  being  ordained.  She  did 
become  a deacon,  however.  After  much 
study  and  interior  struggle  came  the 
sudden  realization  that  she  could  "best 
serve  God  and  humanity  as  a priest."  She 
was  ordained  in  January  of  1977. 

Although  the  issue  of  ordaining  women 
as  priests  has  created  a schism  in  the 
Anglican  Church  in  the  U.S.,  Mrs.  Phill- 
imore says  she  has  faced  very  little 
resistance  and  very  few  difficulties  in  her 
work.  Her  own  feelings  on  women  as 
priests  are  that  "if  God  is  Spirit,  neither 
male  nor  female,  would  he  discriminate  in 


terms  of  which  sex  we  are,  as  to  whether 
individuals  are  called  to  priesthood?" 

Of  her  years  at  Pine  Manor,  Mrs.  Phill- 
imore says,  "I  learned  to  study  . . . And 
when  at  the  age  of  57  I undertook  to 
acquire  a second  bachelor's  degree  in 
theology  within  one  year  at  a Jesuit 
College,  (1  had  earned  a B.A.  degree  from 
Smith  in  1937)  1 was  able  to  do  it  — and 
academically  stood  third  in  my  class  for 
the  year."  She  is  also  thankful  for  the 
influence  of  Miss  Helen  Temple  Cooke, 
whose  "approach  to  spirituality  . . . would 
never  be  mine,  but  the  sheer  loveliness  of 
her  own  personality,  including  her 
firmness,  set  a high  standard." 

Mrs.  Phillimore  clearly  loves  her  work. 
She  has  come  a long  way  from  the  child 
who  "read  the  funny  papers  under  the 
Sunday  School  table."  Now  her  special 
interest  in  the  course  of  her  parish  duties  is 
in  adult  Christian  education  within  the 
Church,  "because  it  is  part  of  the  way  we 
must  go  about  bridging  the  terrible  gap 
between  what  Jesus  Christ  offers  through 
the  Church  and  what  the  person  in  the  pew 
even  dreams  is  available,  let  alone  knows 
how  to  find."

Carolyn  Engel  '62  is  finding  her  work  a 
continuous  education,  stimulating  and 
rewarding.  As  a free-lance  documentary 
film  producer  and  promotional  director, 
she  promotes  events  and  has  brought  little- 
known  cultural  opportunities  to  the 
Washington,  D.C.,  area  to  the  public  eye.

But,  it  is  not  too  early  to  think  about  1979. 


y taking  advantage  of  Pine  Manor’s  Program  for  Planned  Giving, 
you  can  transfer  cash  or  securities  to  the  College  and  retain  an 
annual  income  from  the  re-invested  assets  which  might  be 
substantially  higher  than  you  have  been  receiving  yearly.  When  appreciated 
securities  are  used  to  fund  a gift,  capital  gains  tax  is  not  incurred.  At  the  end  of 
the  lifetimes  covered  by  the  plan,  the  capital  amount  goes  to  Pine  Manor  (usually 
for  endowment  and  in  a manner  the  donor  has  elected  earlier). 

Assets  contributed  to  the  Pooled  Income  Fund  are  placed  in  a trust.  In  effect,  a 
“Mutual  fund”  is  established  by  the  pooling  of  a number  of  gifts.  All  funds  are 
then  invested  together,  and  each  donor’s  gift  is  assigned  units  based  on  the 
market  value  of  the  gift  on  the  date  of  donation.  The  fund  pays  the  donor  or 
donor’s  beneficiary'  for  life,  annually,  the  portion  of  the  income  of  the  total  fund 
attributable  to  those  units.  Thus  the  donor  receives  a pro-rata  share  of  the 
interest  and  divided  earnings  in  accordance  with  how  much  she  has  “invested.” 

Two  important  features  of  the  Pooled  Income  Fund  are: 

. . . A small  amount  of  money  can  gain  entrance  into  the  fund  — 35,000  minimum. 
. . . Even  when  stocks  are  falling,  dividends  tend  to  remain  “up”  and,  therefore, 
this  instrument  can  be  regarded  as  a prudent  investment  tool.
